THREAT TO USE WIFE’S 
LETTERS 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 


“1 cannot, and will not, be lenient in a 
ease of blackmail: it is a detestable offence,” 
said Judge Davitt, in imposing a sentence of 
six months’ imprisonment on Wilham 
Hudson, a young man, with an address in 
Ranelagh road, Dublin. 

Hudson pleaded guilty to charges of steal- 
ing a wallet valued at 5s., a driving licence, 
a watch valued at 10s. 6d., a fountain pen, a 
screw-driver and private papers, the property 
of a Mr. Percy Whittle. He also pleaded 
guilty to uttering a letter with menaces de- 
manding monev trom Mr Whittle. 

Detective-Officer Cryan said that Mr. 
Whittle was bathing at Sandymount, and he 
had left his clothcs «at some considerable 
distance from where he had entered the water. 
The accused man came along ond stole the 
wallet, which contained some letters written 
to Mr. Whittle by shis wife. These were 
letters of an intimate character, and the 
accused man subsequently wrote to Mr. 
Whittle threatening to publish the letters 
unless a sum of £3 was left at a certain spot 
in Sandymount. 

Mr. J. J. O’Connor, solicitor, who appeared 
for the defencs, made a plea for leniency. 

In imposing sentence, Judge Davitt said 
that the circumstances of this case were 
serious, and in the case of blackmail he never 
suspended punishment. This was a case which 
involyed cruelty to other people, and he 
imposed. the least sentence that he could.

SENTENCE OF THREE 
YEARS’ PENAL SERVITUDE 


Patrick Kearns, alias John Kearns, a native 
of Wexford, aged 32, with a Dublin address 
given as 11 Benburb streé® was sentenced to 
three years’ penal servitude, having pleaded 
guilty to a charge of bigamously marrying 
Mary Duff, widow, at St. Mary’s Catholic 
Church, London, on December 15 last year, 
his wife, Mary Kearns, née Fagan, whom he 
married at Dolphin’s Barn Catholic Church 
oa April 28, 1934, being alive. 

Detective-Sergeant Moran said that the 
prisoner and his first wife after their marriage 
went to Wexford, but she left him shortly 
afterwards owing to his cruelty. When he 
married Mary Duff in London he gave the 
name of John Kearns. She had some money, 
and was also in receipt ot a pension, which 
she got on her husband’s death. The pension 
was 30s. a week, but as a result of her 
second marriage she forleited it. Up to June 
of this year the couple remained in London, 
during which period the prisoner had no em- 
ployment and lived on her cash. When they

NDREW O'DONOVAN, publican, -82 
George’s quay, Cork. appealed from a 
decision of Circuit Judge O’Donnell at 

Cork granting an injunction in favour of 
James J. Murphy and Co., Ltd., brewers, 
Cork, restraining Mr, O’Donovan froin sell- 
ing on his licensed premises stout or porter 
other than that manufactured by Messrs. 
Murphy and Co. 

A claim for damages for alleged breach of 
ccntract was not pressed by the plaintiffs. 

Messrs. Murphy’s case was based on a 
trading agreement, dated 23rd May, 1934, in 
respect of the licensed premises, of which 
they were originally lessors, and which pro- 
vided that Mr. O Donovan should deal ex- 
clusively with them for porter and _ stout. 
The parties to the agreement were Messrs. 
Murphy, Mr, O'Donovan and a former 
licensee, who had transferred his interest in 
the premises to Mr. O’Donovan. 

The plaintiffs alleged that Mr. O’Donovan 
had sold Guinness’s stout on the premises in 
breach of the agreement. 

The grounds of appeal, among others, were 
that the Circuit Judge was wrong in kolding 
that the agreement was valid and binding; 
that he ought to have ruled that it was 
illegal and void, as being in  unreason- 
able restraint of trade; that the agree- 
ment was void, in so far as it provided that 
the licence should be in the custody of 
Messrs. Murphy and sought to create in 
Messrs, Murphy an interest in the licence; 
and that the judge was wrong in holding 
that the plaintiffs had not since 1895 
acquiesced in the sale of stout and porter not 
manufactured by them by successive tenants 
of the premises. 

It was further submitted that there was 
no good consideration for the trading agree- 
ment,

Consent by the landlord to the assignment 
to Mr. O’Donovan was not, he submitted, a 
real consideration for the agreement, because 
the landlord was bound to agree to the assign- 
ment unless he could show that his consent 
could reasonably be withheld.

On the question of consideration, Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald submitted that the transaction must 
be looked upon as a whole—the provisions of 
the original lease and the provisions of the 
trade agreement. The brewery company 
bound themselves during the tenancy to 
supply the house with stout and porter, and 
that was an advantageous provision for the 
publican’s benefit and in itself a considera-

Mr. Lavery, K.C., following on the same 
side, said that considerations for the agree- 
ment were ‘the assignment, consent to the 
assigument, and the covenant for a su ily 
of liquor. The lessors had a very real in- 
terest to see that the licence was kept up, 
that renewals were applied for, and that the 
business was carried on in a proper manner. 
Therefore, there was a reason for the deposit 
of the licence, but it was d .that 
the licence must be produced for certain pur- 
poses, and there was a provision that it was 
to be uced when reasonably required.

An appeal was brought from a review by 
the Circuit Court Judge for Kerry of an 
award made by him under the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act, 1934, to Jeremiah Reidy, 
a labourer, of Loughfoder, Knocknagoshel, 
employed by John Curtin, a farmer. of the 
same place. 

It was stated that when Reidy was dig- 
ging with a pick on 20th January, 1930 a 
pase of gravel flew from it and strnck his 
eft eye. The injury resulted in loss of sight 
of the eve, and he could not see so well with 
his right eye as before the accident. ' 

The Circuit Court Judge awarded him com- 
pensation at the rate of £1 2s. 6d. a week, 
and subsequently, ‘on the request, of the em- 
ployer for review, he reduced the amount to 
10s. a week, coming to the conclusion that 
he was able to do light work. 

The appeal was taken on the ground that 
the Circuit Court Judge misdirected him- 
self in law, in finding on the evidence before 
him that Reidy was capable of doing light 
work, and that there was any change for the 
hetter in his physical condition or capacity 
for work between the dates of the original 
order and the review of it. 

It was submitted on hehalf of the appel- 
lant that before the Ciremt Court Judge 
found that the workman was capable of doing 
light work he should have had evidence from 
the employer about the type of ‘suitable work 
that he could do, so as to enable the Circuit 
Court Judge to make an award in accordance 
with the Act; that the amount fixed, was 
an arbitrary figure, and was not. made on 
the basis of the Act of 1934, and that, as the 
employer had not discharged the onus upon 
him to prove justification for a redaction, the 
original award should stand. 

The arguments on behalf of the appellant 
having concluded, the further: hearing was 
adjourned until to-day.

The hearing was continued of the appeal of 
harmaceutical Society of Ireland, which 
the Court by way of case stated, 
to income tax 


i , concerns, schools 
_and on examinations, and on £299 in 
of interest and income from securities and 
possessions, the tax, at 5s. in the £, amount- 
ing respectively to £175 and £74 15s, respec- 
tively. The Society was also assessed under 
Schedule A in respect of the premises 67-674 
Lower Mount street, Dublin, the poor law 
valuation of which is £53 10s. 

The Special Commissioners to whom the 
Society appealed held that the Society was 
liable for income tax, and the Society then 
appealed to Circuit Court Judge Davitt, who 
refused to hold that the Society was a body 
established for charitable purposes, or that 
it was entitled to claim éxemption from 
income tax, 

The appeal to the High Court was taken on 
a case stated by Judge Davitt, giving his 
reasons for deciding against the Society. 

Mr. Costello, K:C., and Mr. Matheson (in- 
structed by Messrs. Monks and Earan 
appeared for the Pharmaceutical Society ; an 
Mr. McCann, K.C., and Mr. Geraghty (in- 
structed by Mr. B. Collins, Revenue Solicitor) 
for the Special Commissioners of Income Tax. 


PURPOSE OF SOCIETY 


Mr. Matheson, contifuing his argument, 
submitted that the purposes for which the 
Society had been established, for which the 
Pharmacy Act was passed, showed that the 
Society was, in fact, established for charit- 
able purposes, and that its purposes were 
‘sank educational and partly for the ‘general 

nefit of the community by securing the 
health and welfare of the community. The 
effect of the Act might, he said, have been 
to create a monopoly in favour of persons who 
became registered, but that was merely an in- 
cidental effect of the operations of the Society, 
and was not one of the purposes for which it 
was established. 

Replying to Mr. Justice Hanna, Mr. 
Matheson said that the Society maintained 
three schools, and appointed professors and 
conducted examinations. However, persons 
could sit for the examinations who had not 
attended the Society’s schools. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Where are they given 
power to open schools? : 

Mr. Matheson—There is no express mention 
of schools in the Act; but the Society is 
given power to make regulations for the pur- 
poses of the Act, and if, in the practical 
werking of the Act, it 1s found that there 
is no outside school which provides the 
specialised training necéssary to enable 
students to pass the examinations, I think it 
is expressed in the Act that they can provide 
the training. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—But it is recognised 
that there are other schools? 


ART OF COMPOUNDING 


Mr. Matheson—I understand that there is 
a great difficylty in the case of practical 
pharmacy. Yn the old days that did not 
arise, because an apprentice acquired con- 
siderable practical experience while serving 
his time; but at the present time there is a 
great tendency to supply recognised articles 
already compounded, and the practical art of 
compounding. is not so readily acquired, nor 
is it so readily taught in outside schools. . It 
is to meet that difficulty that the school of 
practical pharmacy has been set up by the 
Society 

On the question of trade, Mr. Matheson 
said that the Society had been assessed on 
ithe basis of carrying on trade, in conducting 
examinations, and m charging fees. Under 
Schedule D the tax was on annual profits 
arising or accruing from any trade, profes- 
sion, employment or vocation. Under the 
Pharmacy Act all fees received for examina: 
tions must be applied for the purposes of the 
Act, and did not become the property of the 
Society. -In conducting the examinations the 
Society was not engaging: in any trade, but 
simply carrying on its statutory duty. 

Answering Mr. Justice O’Byrne, Mr 
Matheson said that for the year 1934 the fees 
received from the preliminary examination 
amounted to £460, and the examiners’ fees 
were £132; but this did not mean that there 
was a net profit of over £328. As a matter 
of fact, it was: admitted ‘by the Revenue 
authorities that this was not the trading 
profit, if it could be called that, and that 
the Society was entitled to set off against it 
a proportion of the expenses. There was a 
big decrease in the amount of £700 originally 
assessed under this head. It had been agreed 
that the profits from the schools should be 
regarded as £58 10s., and the profits from 
the. examinations at £178 10s. 


THE TEST 


The test, he submitted, was whether cr 
not the Society was carrying on as a com- 
mercial venture with a view to making a 
profit, and conducting the schools and 
examinations on commercial lines. 

Mr. Geraghty, in reply, submitted that the 
Circuit Judge was entitled to come to the 
conclusion that the Society was not a 
charitable one in the manner that would 
entitle it to claim extension under the Income 
Tax Act. 

Counsel had not concluded his argument 


when the Court adjourned until next Monday.

THE CROONIAN LECTURE

The Croonian tecture this year is to be 
delivered ou November 4th by Professor 
Henry H. Dixon, F R.S., in the rooms of 
the Royal Society, Burlington House, Lon- 
don. This lecture was devised in 1684 by 
Dr. Croone—one of the original members of 
the Roval Society, and later his widow pro- 
vided the necessary endowment. The. lec- 
turer is appointed by the Conncil of the 
Society from among the world’s biologists.

DEAL WITH THEM PROMPTLY

PEOPLE, both children and adults, are 
either well or ill, “There are no 
degrees of health, but there are many 
degrees of un-health. In most cases second, 
third and fourth degrees of illness follow 
each other more dr less quickly through 
—— of the first and initial stage. 

his is particularly so with laa, 
symptoms of illness in whom are kept in 
abeyance by childish vitality until the 
very last moment, after which they follow 
one another and become aggravated with 
alarming rapidity. People in charge of 
children (and very devoted parents are 
among these unwitting offenders) often 
seem to think that, because they do not 
want their children to be ill, indisposition 
or unusual behaviour can, and should. be 
ignored. Very serious and prolonged 
illness is often the result of this attitude 
of mind, illness which could have been 
avoided by prompt action. It is infinitely 
rare for children to feign illness, and, 
even if they do, something must have gone 
wrong with them for real malingering to 
occur. 

Recovery from an illness is made much 
more difficult and prolonged than it need 
be when the patient has kept about whilst 
fighting an invasion of germs before 
finally succumbing to their attack. The 
histories of measles, whooping-cough and 
influenza have a sorry tale to reveal on 
this subject. 


THE PLACE IS BED 


The place for a sick baby—and anyone 
else who is sick or sickening—is 
Handle the child'with that firm gentleness 
which brings comfort and confidence. Re- 
move day clothes and put on a loose gown, 
and wrap up im a soft shawl or blanket. 
Place a hot bottle (well covered) at feet. 
Don't place a bottle on the tummy, but 
have one extra well covered and lay the 
child on his side and forward over the 
bottle. Be sure the air is expelled from 
rubber bottles. 

Give some warm water to drink, with a 
little glucose or honey. Have the room 
warm, well ventilated, and very quiet. 
if there is constipation or distensicn from 
wind give a gentle warm enema. Fo. this 
purpose use a soit nosed rubber ear 
syringe. A syringe of this type costs 
about a shilling, and is an excellent in. 
vestment for every mother. It is 
astonishing how much pain and discom- 
fort a baby can. be saved by a timely 
enema. Put about 4 pint of warm boiled 
water in a large cup, and add 1 or 2 
teaspoonfuls of olive oil. Be careful to 
squeeze all the air out of the syringe 
before drawing in the water. A touch of 
oil on the outside of the nozzle eases its 
entry into the rectum. i 

Whatever the age of the child, should 
there be colic, twitchings, jerks or other 
signs of convulsions, you will be wise to 
lose no ti » in giving a dose of castor 
oil: 1 teaspoon under ó months, 14 
hetween 3 aud 6 months, 2 teaspoons 
between 6 and 12 months, followed by 
warm, sweet water. 

You will, ot course, send for or notify 
your doctor without delay and report 
carefully to him or her all symptoms and 
treatments. Take the child’s temperature 
at once, and again after a sleep or an 
hour after your first aid treatment. Make 
a careful note of both readings and hand 
to the doctor on his arrival. 

Under the age of two a baby’s tempera- 
ture is taken in the rectum. For this 
hold the child gently by the ankles and 
turn over on the tummy. Lubricate the 
mercury tip of the thermometer with vase- 
line or oil. Zor children between two 
and six, or any patient with a cough or 
sickness, place the thermometer in the 
groin or armpit for two minutes. Write 
down the reading at once. A normal 
temperature is between 97 and 98.6 


degrees F. 
A HOMELY REMEDY 


For bringing out anything that is brew- 
ing a mustard bath is a well tried, homely 
and efficient treatment. In addition, it 
induces helpful skin action, stimulates 
the heart and blood circulation, as well 
as soothing the sick one.

WIRELESS BROADCASTS 


Distributors of news, wh.ch he named, had 
one object in common—the :dvancemept of 
their own national interests at the expemse 
of the United Kingdom by insidious mis- 
representation. 

Mr. Cruickshank pointed out that the 
United States agencies were not such bad 
offenders as the others in that respect. As 
against all that quiet and untiring activity, 
directed by subtle minds, there was only one 
British agency. 

The Press in South America relied a good 
deal on wireless broadcasts, and he under- 
stood that German stations broadcast 
regularly news wholly Nazi at the suitable 
time for South American listeners. 

“To restore and maintain British prestigé, 
influence, and trade interests in Sou 
American countries it is essential that there 
should be British presentation of British 
news, and that a strong policy should be 
adopted without delay,” said Mr. Cruick- 
shank. He proposed :— 

“To counteract the tendencious propa- 
ganda of foreign mews services it is essentia 
to provide an authentic British news service. 
giving regular genuine British news of the 
right sort, and at prices that papers can 
afford to pay." 


PRACTICAL REMEDY 


Seconding the resolution, Major W. A. 
McCallum, of the British Chamber of Com- 
merce in the Argentine. where, he said, the 
position was not so serious as in Brazil, 
pointed out that Germany and Italy broad- 
cast their news wholesale on a short wave- 
length in Portuguese for Brazil, and in 
Spanish for the rest of South America. British 
Empire broadcasts in English could be picked 
up in South America only with gpeo be 

The practical remedy lay in greatly in- 
creasing the quantity of authentic British 
news sent to South America through Reuter’s. 

“I understand,’’ he added, ‘‘ that there is 
great reluctance in this country to permit 
anything which might be construed as official 
propaganda, but if that means that abroad 
we are to remain voiceless and inept, then, 
indeed, will our pride and prestige be gone; 
for if we do not keep our own end up there 
is none to do it for us.” |

MILK AND BUTTER 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH LIMBS. 

Sin,—At a meeting of the Ard-WAeis held 
on the 12th inst. Dr. Ryan, Minister for 
Agriculture, in reply to a resolution on behalf 
of the Tipperary Comhairle Dail Cheanntair 
demanding that the farmer be guaranteed an 
economic price for his milk, is reported as 
having said, among other things, that he 
thought that, whatever good intentions they 
might have in connection with this matter, it 
would not be worth while to put up the price 
of butter when they realised that they would 
be conferring a oig benefit on the speculators, 
who had stored butter in the expectation of 
forcing up the price, and they should not 

ve into an agitation of that kind, for if 
they put up the price meanwhile the benefits 
derivable by speculators would be encrm as. 

Such a statement is news to vs and should 
not be allowed to go unchallenged as the 
agitation for an increase in the price of 
butter has come from the creameries—and 
from them exclusively, There has been no 
agitation from any other source of which we 
have any information, and for that reason, 
and in view of the statement made by the 
Minister, it is, we conceive, obligatory on 
him to supply the public with the following 
facts :—The quantity of butter stored in con- 
formity with the Department’s regulations ; 
the quantity cold-stored by creameries in 
their individual capacities, and the quantity 
held by private speculators. Such informa- 
tion is, in the circumstances, imperatively 
called for, and should prov: especially help- 
ful, not alone to confirm the Minister's re- 
orted statement, but mainly to counter the 
insidious propaganda which is being promoted 
solely to mislead the unsophisticated to 
believe that this agitation is inspired by a 
few interested and selfish individuals who 
made speculationg in the hope of priyate 
gain, and that the farmer is merely a pawn 
in the game. 

We contend—and will persist in doing so 
until the facts hereby demanded are pub- 
lished—that the excuse given by the Minister 
for his refusal te raise the price of butter 
Mh a very tendentious way out of the 
difficulty ; for the Minister could very readily 
circumvent those very reckless private specu 
lators ae must have mightily little know- 
ledge of the conventions and regulations with 
which the butter trade in the Free State is 
circumscribed if they: speculated, as stated. 
with the hope of forcing up prices at a later 
date and thereby making a substantial gain) 
by subsidising the creameries direct, which 
would effectively remove the Jleged perplexi 


ties of the problem. But the fact is, we con 


tend, that the Minister, in order that he may 
have to make no surrender in this matter, 
has attempted to prejudice the farmer into 
the conviction that the mainspring behind this 
agitation is the selfish interests of a few 
private speculators, and, therefore, it is up 
to him, in order to remove all misconception, 
to publish the required facts. 

ie Minister further observed that during 
the past four years the consumer was 
paying more for butter than he would have 
paid under free trade, and that in consequence 
the dairy farmer got a large amount both 
from taxation and the consumer, but he over- 
looked to emphasise the fact that the farmer 
himself paid a very substantial share, both 
directly and indirectly, «. that large amount 
that he is supposed to have got, and that 
the Government's economic policy was 
primarily responsible for the complex 
mechanism that was devised to pay Peter by 
robbing Paul, and that, furthermore, any 
gains thereby secured by the farmer were 
more than offset by the fact that he had to 
buy all his requirements at artificial prices 
in a highly protected home market, and that 
the arrangement was decidedly unfavourable 
for him. It cannot be denied, we think, that 
the farmer has been—and continues to be— 
the victim of the Government's economic 
policy. 

We hope, however, that the Minister will 
supply the particulars requested as regards 
stocks of butter in cold storage, as we are 
informed an insidious propaganda is afoot 
with the object of prejudicing the farmer by 
alleging that the movement to secure a better 
price for his milk is promoted by one or more 
private speculators who are motivated by 
purely personal and selfish interests.— Yours,

The Restraining Hand 


Unexpectedly, the British and French 
Governments have consented to keep their 
tempers. Last Saturday their joint Note 
to Italy, inviting her to take part in a 
three-Power conference on the subject of 
Spain, answered by a polite 
demurrer. Italy saw no reason why the 
problem of the withdrawal of foreign 
troops from Spain should not be handled 
by the Non-Intervention Committee in 
London ; and she could not participate in 
any conference whereat Germany also was 
not represented. The reply was tanta- 
mount, in most people’s opinion, to a 
point-blank refusal to co-operate with 
Great Britain and France, but the two 
Governments have declined to treat it as 
final. They differ strongly, however, in 
the degree of their resolution. The French 
Radicals and Socialists are furious at 
Italy’s reply, and demand that their 
country shall counter it at once by the 
opening of the Pyrenees frontier to the 
export of arms for Valencia. The more 
moderate Govarnment—or, at least, the 
more moderate Prime Minister—of Great 
Britain prefers once again to see if good 
cannot be extracted from evil. It—or he— 
has seized upon the phrase in Italy’s reply 
which argues that the question of foreign 
volunteers ought to be the concern of the 
Non-Intervention Committee in London, 
and demands that the Italians shall be 
given a chance to make good their words. 
Great Britain evidently has influenced the 
French Government against the advice ot 
its extrome adherents. ‘The result is now 
that a meeting of the Non-Intervention 
Committee will be summoned for the end 
of this week, and that Italy will be invited 
to co-operate actively in its discussions. 
If ‘‘ substantial progress ” is made towards

a settlement of the problem of volunteers, 


all will be well; otherwise, it is more 
that extreme French 
opinion will carry the day, and that 
Britain, against her Premier's inclination, 
will take decisive action.

‘moment it cannot defy even Italy with 
any: assurance. Yesterday we commented 
on the British Government’s precautions 
against air-raids. When those precautions 
are complete—and when the Navy and 
Air Force have been brought up to the 
desirable strength—British foreign policy 
is likely. to adopt a different and more 
decisive note. For the moment Great 
Britain cannot venture to take chances. 
Italy may not be a military Power of the 
first order, but it does not require a mili- 


tary, Power of the first order to cripple. 


Britain’s Mediterranean communications 
with the Far East. 

The question is now whether Italy pro- 
poses to act reasonably at the week-end 
meeting of the MNon-Intervention Com- 
mittee, If she is sincere in her insistence 
that the problem of volunteers can be 
discussed there, the foundations of a new 
European accord may be laid. If, on the 
other hand, she merely has sought a means 
to shelve the question, and intends to find 
another excuse for delay as soon as the 
Committee meets, it is hard to see how 
Great Britain will contrive to restrain the 
French Left any longer. Signor Mussolini 
has carried his bluff to a degree that 
nobody would have considered possible. 
For more than a year he has managed to 
nullify every decision of the Non- 
Intervention Committee, and to neutralise 
every diplomatic effort. of France and 
Great Britain. The two Powers have 
shown themselves willing to be cajoled, 
in order that the peace of Europe may be 
maintained ; but there comes a limit to the 
patience of nations, as of men. Tempers 
are breaking at present, and they will 
break more rapidly still if Signor 
Mussolini’s recalcitrance forces France to 
open the Pyrenees frontier. That will not 
be a solution of the problem ; for, however 
quickly France and other nations favour- 
able to the Spanish Government may he 
enabled to introduce troops and war 
material to Valencia, Italy will be able to 
lend still swifter and more ample 
assistance to Burgos. The result almost 
inevitably will be war. Sooner or later 
French troops and Italian troops are 
bound to come to blows; there will be 
diplomatic protests, which will remain 
unanswered, and the fat will be in the 
fire. It is not a particularly glorious 
part that Great Britain is playing in her 
attempt to keep the two nations at arms’ 
length, but it is a useful part; If she can 
“isolate ” the Spanish conflict for another 
year—by which time it well may have 
come to an end—she will be in a position 
to dictate, rather than to request, terms 
of intervention and non-intervention, and 
she will have delivered Europe from the 
gravest peril.

A Social Laboratory 


The notion that in a science called 
sociology would be discovered the master 
key to all the trials and troubles of 
gregarious humanity was widely held a 
little while ago; to-day students of the 
social sciences are neither so definite nor 
so assertive. One effect of the Great War 
was to shak. out of its moulds every part 
of a social scheme that until 1914 had 
seemed fixed and almost immutable; 
another was to quicken specialised study 
in the various branches by which the 
“study of mankind ” had been divided. 
During the past twenty years this segrega 
tion of social studies into widely separated 
compartments, through which there was 
little or no inter-communication, has given 
scope for a diversification of opinion that 
at its worst was merely freakish, and at 
its best was wholly inapplicable to exist- 
ing conditions. The master key had been 
lost among the growing multiplicity of 
key holes; the pseudo-science of sociology 
had been bogged between psychology and 
anthropology. Those who were wise in 
the theories, in the pursuit of their wisdom, 
had lost hold and sight of the actuali- 
ties of existence. Economists wrangled 
around the bones. of their skeletograph as 
the gap between supply and effective de 
mand throughout the living world widened 
daily. Psychology handed its discoveries 
to the share-pusher and the go-getter, and 
large-scale industry cried aloud for trainéd 
and experienced people to guide and con- 
trol it. A recent conference of the Con- 
federation of Management Associations at 
Oxford heard an eloquent plea for the 
establishment of a Staff College in which 
the administrators of industry could be 
trained for the new functions which they 
will be called upon to perform. One 
speaker yearned for a millionaire who 
would found such a college “ and solve 
the problems connected with it.” As 
if in answer to his fervent plea Lord 
Nuffield comes with his endowment of a 
new college in Oxford for the study of 
the facts and problems of society. . Lord 
Nuffield is himself a man of unusual ex- 
perience in industrial and social affairs:

\ The Next War 


While imaginative writers of the H. a. 
Wells type have been making our flesh 
creep with forecasts of what may be 
expected by the civilian population in the 
next war, it is reassuring to find a 
prominent man of science who refuses to 
swell the general chorus of P2ssimism. 
Professor J. B. S. Haldane has been dis- 
cussing the problem before the Royal 
United Service Institution, and in his 
view the prospect is not nearly so black as 
it has been painted. In the first place, 
he takes the view that the limit probably 
has been reached in the matter of high 
explosives. Nothing much worse can be 
contrived than those explosives of which 
many of us had bitter experience during 
the last war. Professor Haldane also 
rejects the Wellsian the6ry that bombs can 
be made to release artificial radio activity, 
and thus to destroy whole pooulations. 
There may be new gases; but what could 
be worse than mustard gas, which was 
used in the last war, and was known and 
fully described so far back as 1886? He 
is less optimistic regarding what he 


describes as a microbic war—namely, the | 


use of disease as a weapon. One of the 
many agreements which nobody recognises 
1orbids bacteriological warfare; but Pro- 
fessor Haldane points out that ‘the use of 
bacteria will not ‘be necessary ; other forms 
of micro-organisms may be employed, thus 
enabling the user to remain within the 
letter of the law. Pneumonic plague may 
be spread by means of aeroplanes; but 
Professor Haldane doubts wither this 
method of attack would be efficacious. He 
believes, on the other hand, that insect 
pests, such as the potato 2etle, might be 
used to attack the people’s food supplies, 
and that an unscrupulous attacl.er might 
try to disseminate smallpox virrses from 
the air. On the whole, Professor Haldane 
takes a comparatively cheerful view. A 
big air raid on London, which would 
endanger the whole air fleet of an 
aggressor Power, might kill 50,000 persons ; 
but London lost that number as a result 
of the influenza epidemic in 1918. He has 
been “ amazed” at the slight efficiency 
of the air raids on Madrid since the 
beginning of the Spanish war, and seems 
to. think that the increased perils of 
modern warfare have been exaggerated 
grossly. One only can hope that Professor 
Haldane is right. We have our doubts; 
but time will tell. 


Motor Horns 


The Ministry of Transport in London, 
its energy undiminished by the loss of Mr. 
Hore-Belisha, has. been working on the 
question of Noise in the Operation of 
Mechanically Propelled Vehicles. (The 
formidable capitals are the Ministry’s 
invention.) A departmental committee 
has been organised, it has submitted its 
report, and, as is inevitable in these en- 
lightened times, the report contains a good 
deal of solid information about phons. 
Apparently, 100 phons of loudness—this 
may be “ in loudness ’’—is the ideal for 
motor horns. One hundred phons ring 
sweet in the ears of “ residents and quiet 
road users,’’ and prove sufficient for 
‘drivers of vehicles who require to be 
provided with means of adequate warn- 
ing.” How fortunate it is for govern- 


| mental departments that they can lay 


down the law in terms of phons, and are 
not compelled to go into intimate detail. 
The ambitions and inhibitions \of the 
individual horn blower are not a propos— | 
to use a French phrase, and to hold it 
there, struggling wildly—but, if the above- 
mentioned committee had paid more than 
general attention to the opinions of the 
200 citizens whom it interrogated, we 
affirm, with confidence, that the com- 
mittee still would be in session. An 
intebligent horn-blower demands as much 
of his instrument as a Shakespearian actor 
of his voice. There is a messenger boy 
cavorting on a bicycle ahead. Now, it is 
necessary to give him an admonitory, yet 
intrinsically sympathetic, toot. The lad 
learns that the motorist is appreciative of 
his virtuosity and yet would appreciate 
even more a temporary cessation of the 
pas seul. A hundred phons amply would 
cover his needs at this moment, but, when 
the little lout cycles across the road to 
greet a friend on the other side, a limita- 
tion of 500 phons would leave the motorist 
inarticulate.. We believe sincerely that 
the departmental committee never con- 


‘sidered the motorist’s requirements in 


such a situation as this, just as it never 

considered him after four miles in a 

country lane behind a sand lorry, when a 

mother pauses at his radiator to repri- 

mand her child, as two typists become 

overwhelmed (at a crossing) by the 

romantic disasters of a third, and at the

There can be little doubt that 
Mr. Chamberlain fully realises the 
position, and he is not likely to lend the 
support of his Government to any scheme 
of occupation put forward by another 
country. 


Belgian Neutrality 


The new Belgian-German agreement has 
been received with satisfaction in most of 
the capitals of Europe, and, as Great 
Britain is satisfied that it is a good thing 
for Belgium and France, she has also 
resigned herself to circumstances. It may 
be that other countries will congratulate 
Belgium on her tmmunity from attack. 
Holland, although when Germany made 
her a similar offer some little time ago 
she refused to consider it on the ground 
that Dutch neutrality was so sacred a 
principle that it did not admit of dis- 
eussion, would now welcome from Ger- 
many a forma! declaration to resnect her 
independence and integrity. and it is 
probable that Berlin will willingly acree 
to this if asked. Poland rejoices at the 
agreement inasmuch as her Government 
is pursuing a somewhat similar policy. 
Russia and Czechoslovakia dislike the 
arrangement, as both fear that it wil! 
lessen the ability of France to come to 
their aid if thev are subject to aggression 
on the part of Germany. 


Abyssinian Revolts 


Rome at last admits that thirty-eight 
Italian officers’ and “sixteen other © ranks 
have been killed in Abyssinia in fights 
with rebellious tribesmen. Hitherto reports 
of such incidents have been denied by the 
Italian Foreign Office, but now it appears 
that Ras Chebbede and Ras Ailu. two 
chieftains who led a _ revolt. have been 
captured and executed. It is said that 
rebellious tribesmen have attacked and 
massacred many Italians in garrison in 
the North, but whether this story is 
correct or not is unknown. 


Precautions by Law 


The Government forwarded to the local 
oe day details of its final offer 
coh bean for air raid precautions, and 
it clear that it offers to bear betwecn 
75 and 90 per cent. of the cost, according 
to the needs and resources of the local 
authorities. Of this, from 60 to 75 per 
cent. will come as a grant, and the re- 
mainder of the aid will be made up by 
the provision of free equipment. This is 
a considerable advance on the previous 
offer of a maximum of 70 per cent. in 
response to a demand by the local 
authorities that the State should bear the 
whole of the cost. If the Goverument and 
local authorities can agree at a conference 
which will be held on Tuesday week, the 
proposals are to be embodied in a bill 
which will be introduced into the House 
of Commons without delay, and in the 
bill it will be made the statutory duty of 
local authorities to carry out air raid 
precautions on the prescribed financial 
basis. Once the scheme is under way 4 
special department of the Home (ffice is 
to deal with the work of precautions, and 
an inspectorate will be set up to cover the 
country and see that approved schemes are 
being properly carried out. 


Defenders of Women 


At Caxton Hall next week a number of 
representatives of women’s organisations 
are to hold a meeting, to discuss a pro- 
posal to form a women's party in Parlia- 
ment.

By 
10.30 no official announcement had been 
made, but police patrols were warning all 
citizens to quit the streets, which at that 
time were almost deserted. Cafés and 
cinemas were closed. 

For the first time since the Palestine 
riots an armoured trolley car, mounted 
with troops armed with machine-guns aud 
powerful searchlights, was used to-night to

COACHES OVERTURNED 


Further details regarding to-night’s 
train outrage show that a number -of 
coaches overturned as a result “f the ex- 
plosion, which destroyed a small bridge. 

it is reported that a policeman accom. 
panving the train saw a number of Arabs 
decamping. When they failed to obey his 
order to halt he fired, killing two of them. 

According to a report from the Jewish

Two of the injured passengers have been 
detained in hospital with wounds which 
are feared to be serious.

ARAB KILLED BY HIS 
OWN BOMB 


A second Jewish motor ’bus figured in 
a scene in the suburbs here. An Arab 
was about to throw a bomb at the ‘bus, 
when it exploded in his hands, and he 
was killed instantly. No one else was hurt. 

Both these attacks occurred about the 
same time 

A Jewish motor car was also fired at on 
the Jerusalem-Jaffa road, and one Jew 
was injured. 

Five members of the banned Arab

ATTACK ON 'BUS 

The official version of the ’bus incident 
says that rifle shots were fired at the 
‘bus, in the neighbourhood of the Motza 
Jewish sanatorium, injuring five Jews and 
killing one Arab passenger. 

In regard to the other incidents, the 
oficial report says that a number of shots 
was fired in the Beit Vegan suburb of 
Jerusalem, without doing any damage. 

Later, in the same vicinity shots were 
fired, and a bomb thrown at a ‘bus. No 
damage was done to the ‘bus, but later 
an armed Arab was found dead on the 
scene, and it is thought possible that he 
was the bomb-thrower. 

A Jewish version states that altogether 
eleven Jews were injured, including three 
brothers, who had been visiting a relative 
at the sanatorium, and two Jewish special 
constables, who exchanged shots with the 
ambushers. 


SHELL IN BASKET 


An unknown person, believed to be an 
Arab, deposited a basket to-day at a 
Greek café in the heart of Jerusalem, 
which, when opened, was found to contain 
two bombs and a large shell.

GAS MASKS 

So far as the provision of gas masks 
was concerned, the requirements olf 
Northern Ireland had been brought to 
the notice of the Imperial Government.

VOLUNIEER PROBLEM

S TATEMENTS of the views of the British and French Governments on 

the vexed question of withdrawing volunteers from Spain will be 
made at the opening of the meeting of Lord Plymouth’s sub-Committee 
of the Non-Intervention ‘Committee, 
Office at 10.30 to-morrow morning, states the Press Association Diplo- 


matic Correspondent. 


Lord Plymouth will himself place the British view before the dele- 
gates of the nine nations who comprise the Sub-Committee. . 
M. Corbin, the French Ambassador, on behalf of his Government, 


— 


will put the French case. 

These -two statements, although 
making an urgent appeal for a co- 
operative effort to solve the problem, 
will, nevertheless, leave no doubt as 
to the vital importance which the 
British’ and French Governments 
attach to obtaining immediate pro- 
gress in the withdrawal of volunteers. 

It will be pointed out that, while 
reference of the question to the Committee 
has been accepted on the lines advocated 
in the Italian Note, which rejected three- 
Power talks, Britain and France are 
agreed that if the new effort is unsuccess- 
ful the present position cannot be expected 
to continue. 

There will be no question of an 
“ultimatum ” te Italy or any time limit 
for the. Committee’s work, such as six 
days, as has been suggested in some 
quarters. 


DETERMINED EFFORT 


As long as there is the slightest prospect 
of progress being made the Committee will 
continue its work, but the deadlocks and 
delays which have characterised the early 
meetings will, in the British and French 
view, have to be avoided and a determined 
effort made to make real headway in the 
shortest possible time. 

The probable point of departure at the 
Committee’s meeting will be Britain’s 
opinion, expressed in the White Paper 
last July, that substantial progress should 
be made in withdrawing volunteers as an 
essential prelude to the granting of belli 
gerent rights. 

The British Government adheres to this 
attitude, and the ‘‘ substantial progress ”” 
is still insisted upon as the first and mos‘ 
urgent step. 

Russia has objected to the granting of 
belligerent rights, 

Other problems, such as those associated 

with the Balearic Islands, may be dealt 
with subsequently. 
' A commission to Spain to supervise the 
carrying out of the Committee’s decisions 
always has been a possibility once agree- 
ment is reached. 

The nine nations whose representa- 
tives sit on the Sub-Committee are 
Britain, France, Italy, Germany, 
Belgium, Russia,- Portugal, Sweden 
and Czechoslovakia, 


FRANUER’S PLAN OF ACTION 


No time limit has been set by France 
for the withdrawal! of volunteers, but she 
wishes it to be made clear that dilatory 
methods are to be ruled out, says a Reuter 
Paris telegram. 

A Note to this effect was sent yesterday 
by the French Government to the British 
Foreign Office with a view to approxi 
mating the French and British proposals, 
so that a joint declaration can be made 
by the two Governments before the Non- 
Intervention Committee.

Atlantic Flight 


New Air Liner To 
Undergo Tests 


By Our Arr CORRESPONDENT. 


FLYING tests of the hew D.H. 
Albatross inter-continental air 
liner are now hearing completion at 
Hatfield Aerodrome, and the machine 
is expected to go to the Royal Air 
Force experimental station at Martle- 
sham Heath within the next few 
days. 

When the Martlesham tests, which will 
be carried out by Service pilots, are com- 
pleted, the Albatross will be ready to 
come to Ireland to continue the series of 
trans-Atlantic survey flights which were 
carried out by flying-boats during the 
summer. Imperial Airways’ pilots are 
expected to be seconded for the Atlantic 
flights. although the Albatross will 
officially remain the property of the 
British Air Ministry. 


RUNWAY MILE LONG 


A runway of about a mile long has been 
prepared at Collinstown, Dublin’s new 
municipal airport, and this will be used 
for the take-off for the Atlantic flights. 
Recent tests of the runway by Free State 
Army Air Corps machines proved it per 
fectly satisfactory, and the men employed 
a. the site are now working on other 
sections of the flying field. 

The Albatross is a development of the 
famous Comet monoplane which won the 
England-Australia Air Race three years 
ago. It is powered with four 500 horse- 
power engines, and is expected to have a 
cruising speed of 200 m.p.h. With a crew 
of three or four it will be possible to carry 
1,000 lb. of mails on an Atlantic flight. 
In the initial stages, however, no mails 
will be carried. The still-air range of the 
machine is 4,000° miles, and this is 
sufficent to give the Albatross a wide 
margin of safety in crossing the Atiantic, 
even against heavy head winds. 

In the meantime considerable progress 
is being made with the. trans-Atlantic 
landplane base at Rynanna, Co. Clare. 
When this is conipleted it will become the 
Shannon airport, and all commercial 
trans-Atlantic flights will start and end 
at that point.

Chinese Counter-Offensive 


Aus a week of careful preparations by the Chinese High Command, 
the combined Nanking and Communist armies launched a counter- 
offensive against the Japanese in North Shansi Province yesterday. 


The Chinese, advancing northwards in three columns, supported by 
aircraft, artillery and cavalry units, are claimed in Nanking to have 
‘‘swept the Japanese off their feet, completely routing them.”’ 


On the success of these operations is likely to depend the future of 
North China, as Japanese troops, operating along the main railway routes 
to the South, are in danger of leaving their flank or rear exposed so long 
as the Chinese troops remain in possession of Shansi. 


Foreign nationals, including 
Britons and Germans, were among 
the sufferers when fierce fighting 
flared up again in Shanghai yester- 
day. Three British-owned homes, 
with huge Union Jatks prominently 
displayed, were bombed and damaged 
by Japanese ’planes, says Reuter. 

Fortunately there were no casual 
ties. 


THE ATTACK ON BRITISH 
CARS 


Full reports have now been received in 
London from the British Consul-Genetal 
at Shanghai in regard to the incident 
which occurred last Tuesday, when three 
British Embassy cars were fired at by a 
Japanese aeroplane while on their way 
from Nanking to Shanghai.

They were bombed and damaged by 
four J Ns 'planes, which power-dived 
and unloaded ten projectiles. Happily 
there were no casualties, as most of the 
residents were in town and there are no 
women living on the estate. 

The damaged houses owned by Britons 
belong to Mr. Duncan Main, of Edinburgh 
(whose home suffered badly); Mr. Reginald 
Close, of Carshalton, and Mr. Leonard 
Beswick, of Stockport. 

One of the Britons told the Press Asso 
ciation afterwards: ‘‘ The attack was wil- 
ful and without pur , as no Chinese 
troops have been within half a mile for 
ten days. Our flags must have been 
clearly visible to the airmen.” 


AMERICAN WOUNDED 


The American defence lines were 
showered \.:th splinters and shrapnel for 
two hours last afternoon, and the men had 
to keep well under cover.

Her husband, Donald Shaw, a pork 

butcher, who dived in to her assistance, 
almost suffered a similar fate. His cries 
for help brought Captain Devany, Harbour 
Master, and his three sons on the scene. 
_ They managed to get Shaw from the 
water, and he was taken in an unconscious 
condition to the County Surgical Hospital, 
where he is still in a critical condition. 

Mrs. Shaw’s body was found by a diver 
shortly after noon to-day.

Robert Shaw, the deceased woman’s 
brother-in-law, said that Mrs. Shaw 
suffered a great deal of late from her eye- 
sight, and when her eyes were bad she 
never went out unaccompanied. She was 
aged 26, was three years married, and he 
knew that she and her husband were very 


happy. 
MEDICAL EVIDENCE

EXCLUSION ORDERS 
Replying to Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C. 


(Nat.), who asked for information regarding 
the number of exclusion orders still in force 
against British or Free State citizens, the 
Minister of Home Affairs said that there were 
forty-nine orders made under .the Civil 
Authorities Special Powers Acts in force at the 
present time. These orders merely prohibited 
the persons to whom they related from 
residing in. or entering, certain areas, as 
specified in the individual order. He was not 
in a position to say if any corresponding 
orders by the Government in London and 
Dublin were in force against citizens of 
Northern Ireland.

T tion Debating Society held its inaugural 
meeting last night at 16 St. Stephen’s 
Green,’ Dublin. 

Mr, E. Keith Eason, who presided, said 
that the formation of the debating society 
was an experiment which they hoped would 
turn out succeséful, 

The Rev. J. A. H. Irwin, M.A. B.D., 
D.Ph., read a paper, entitled “Can a 
Debat Society Contribute to the Solution 
of World Problems?” He said that at 
first sight it looked a question that could 
be answered with a simple ‘‘ yes”’ or ‘‘ no.” 
but, on reflection, the answer was not quite 
as simple as that. That a “talking shop “” 
could ever do much good was an open 
question. Carlyle had said that nothing of 
importance had been said in the House of 
Commons by any hon. member on his feet 
during the previous hundred years, It might 
be that that statement was even more true 
of to-day. 

In a Shating society, however, they must 
learn to get; down to bed-rock—to clear away 
a lot of rubbish, conventions, even laws 
which men had come to look upon as 
sacrosanct. Two fundamental requirements 
were all that were necessary, and these were— 
love God, and love your neighbour. It was 
just the neglect of those two simple 
aws that was the basis of the world’s 
tragedy to-day. Men or nations or races 
could as little tamper with the moral law as 
they could with the physical law. They knew 
now that it was simply failure to obey the 
moral law—treat thy neighbour as thyself— 
that was the main cause of the trouble so 
far as Germany was concerned. If the 
German oe gs who were as little responsible 
for the War of 1914 as were the people of 
these countries, had been treated after the 
War as ordinary human beings Hitler and 
Nazi-ism would never have arisen. 

What, he asked, could a Debating Society 
like that do to contribute to the solution of 
world problems? They would not be solved 
by talking: the world was sick of talk on 
these problems. They had no nesd to so to 
China or Spain to find these En They 
were to be found here in Dublin, and he 
thought they could tackle them, say, by 
going out and securing a playing field where 
they could bring the children out of the slums 
to play; or by Building a house and. putting 
into it @ man from some of the slum districts, 
with his wife and family. They could Im up 
a notice on that house saying it had been 
built pi Bae: Society for that purpose, and 
when that first house was built they could 
then go on and tackle another. A ating 
Society like that would enable them to study 
ee problems and then they could take 
action.

NEVILLE CHAMBERLAIN; at 
Manchester last night, said: “* We 
do not require conscription. We do not 
require an Army of Continental size. 
What we do want is a comparatively 
small, but highly efficient and highly 
mobile force, and to get that we look to 
the voluntary system.”’ 

Mr. Chamberlain promised that the 
Government would give prompt and 
sympathetic attention to any proposals 
from the Joint Committee of Cotton 
Trade Organisations for reorganisation of 
the industry. 

He doubted whether 
spending enough on research. Our task 
is to find new lines of manufacture, he 
declared, and these can only be success- 
fully established by intensive research 
and full utilisation of the results. 


REA RMAMENT 


Turning to foreign affairs, Mr. Chamber- 
lain said:—I doubt whether our foreign 
policy was ever less aggressive than it is 
to-day. If we are striving—as we are 
night and day—to rearm ourselves, it is 
not that we have sinister designs against 
anybody else. If we are attacked, weshall 
know how to defend ourselves, as we always 
have done in the past; but it is not in 
the temperament of our people to bear 
malice, and I think we have the shortest 
memory for quarrels of any nation in the 
world. Sometimes we are credited with 
&@ more than Machiavellian degree of 
cunning, but the simple fact is that the 
mainspring of our foreign policy is our 
desire to live at peace with our neighbours, 
and to use our influence to induce them— 
if we can—should they have any diffi- 
culties, to resolve them by peaceful dis- 
cussions and not to resort to war. 

Referring to Spain and the Far East, 
Mr. Chamberlain said:—We shall con- 
tinue to seek and take any opportunities 
that may offer to remove the causes of ill- 
will and suspicion among the nations.

“I do feel that’ you are not competent to 
drive a car at all,” said Judge Sealy at 
Thurles Circuit Court, to -day, to Mrs. 
Angela Teresa Byrne, domestic economy 
instructress, North - Tipperary, who was 
charged with the manslaughter of John 
Ryan, labourer, Krockanuare, Borrisoleigh, 
by knocking him down with a motor car. 

The case was tried before a jury, which, 
after ten minutes absence, returned a verdict 
of guilty. 

Judge Sealy said that if defendant were a 
man he would sentence him to jail, bat 
having regard to defendant’s position, age 
and sex, he would not sentence her to jatl, 
but he would disqualify her from driving 
for the remainder of her life and in 
addition, fine her £50 as punishment. 

‘“‘T am letting you off lightly,” said Judge 
Sealy. * There are a great many like you, 
and I don’t know how they will be put off 
the roads. There is § diving test im 
this country at all, and fhe amount of bad 
driving is shocking.” 

The evidence for the proseention was that 
the deceased man was cycling along the road 
with two other men, each of them having 
lamps on their bicycles. The defendant, it 
was alleged, drove into the deceased man, 
who was knocked down and received injuries 
from which he died about half an hour after- 
wards. 

The defendant stated that when she was 
approaching the cyclists they were riding 
abreast. The deceased man wobbled across 
the road and drove into her. She did not 
see the lights of the bicycles until she was 
about three yards from them.

BUILDING A BALANCED RATION. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish 

Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
Proteins of animal origin, such as those 
obtained in milk, meat and fish, are more 
valuable Una those contained in the 
vegetabie f and, apart from this 
distinction, there are differences in value 
within each class. In deciding the amount 
of protein A oar ged ration should con- 
tain, the quality of the protein must first 
be determined. In the absence of suffi- 
cient authoritative information on this 
subject, no very definite ruling has been 
made as to standards of quality required 
in proteins, and the practice has, in con- 
sequence, been established of having a 
variety of proteins in the mash, Take, | 
for instance, a typical example—a mash 
consisting of wheat, oats, maize, dried 
milk and meat meal. In such a mixture 
the protein content is drawn from five 
different sources, and, therefore, there is 
a greater chance of ‘the caillí of the 
roteins being good than when they may 
i drawn, say, from three sources, such 

‘as wheat, maize and meat meal.

CLAIM FOR OVERPAYMENT

Mrs. Honoria Flanagan aud Desmond 
Flanagan, Catherine's lane, Dublin, claimed 
from Messrs. Woodman, Matheso: and Co., 
Ltd., merchants, Catherine s lane, the sum 
of £122 1s.
